Temperatures during 
the next 30 days are ex~ 
pected to average much 
below normal over all of 
the Tri-State Agricultural 
area. Daily meantempera- 
tures are expected to av- 
erage between 67 and 73 
degrees, Daily maximum 
temperatures will average 
between 79 and 84 degrees 
with afternoon tempera- 
tures reaching 90 degrees 
or higher on 3 to 5 days 
during the period, Daily 
minimum temperatures 
are expected to average 
between 57 and 63 degrees 
with early morning tem- 
peratures falling below 50 
degrees on 4 to 6 morn- 
ings. 

Rainfall during the mid 
September through mid Oc-

Projects 4-H members 
may carry vary greatly.
